Dear Senator Kennedy:

In your March 7, 1983, letter you requested information
concerning the federal government's expenditures for (1) private
counsel to represent federal employees sued for actions per-
formed within the scope of their employment in circumstances
where conflicts exist which make it inappropriate for Justice
attorneys to represent the employees and (2) court-awarded liti-
gative costs and/or attorney fees in civil antitrust and secu-
rities litigation. Your office subsequently requested that we
also obtain information on the amount of private parties'
expenditures for attorney fees awarded in civil antitrust and
gecurities litigation held in federal courts but not involving
the federal government.

: Information provided by the Department of Justice, the
Securities and Exchange Commission, and the Administrative
Office of the United States Courts showed the following:

--Justice's expenditures for private counsel fluctuated
during fiscal years 1974 through 1982 and totaled about
$4 million for this 9-year period.

--Federal expenditures for litigative costs awarded by the
courts to private parties prevailing in civil antitrust
litigation involving the federal government totaled
about $279,000 during fiscal years 1978 through 1982,

--Federal statutes do not permit litigative costs to be
awarded in civil securities litigation involving the
Securities and Exchange Commission.

--The courts did not award any attorney fees to private
parties prevailing in civil antitrust or securities liti-
gation involving the federal government.
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-~In civil antitrust apd securities litigation held in
federal courts but not involving the federal government,
attorney fees awarded to the prevailing private parties
ranged from $9,375 to $4,105,307 for antitrust cases and
from $413 to $3,398,250 for securities cases closed
during statistical year 1982,

OBJECTIVES, SCOPE, AND METHODOLOGY

The objectives of our review were to determine the federal
government's expenditures in circumstances where (1) Justice au-
thorized the use of private counsel to represent a federal em-
ployee sued or subpoenaed in his/her individual capacity for
acts performed within the scope of employment and (2) a federal
court awarded litigative costs and/or attorney fees to a pre-
vailing private party in civil antitrust or securities litiga-
tion involving the federal government. We also examined the
amount of attorney fees awarded in civil antitrust and securi-
ties litigation held in federal courts but not involving the
federal government. Our review was conducted at the Department
of Justice in Washington, D.C., where we spoke with officials of
Justice's Civil, Criminal, Antitrust, and Management Divisions;
and officials of Justice's Office of Legal Policy. We also
spoke with an official of the Securities and Exchange Commis—
sion's Office of General Counsel.

We reviewed Justice's policies and procedures for providing
private counsel. A report prepared by Justice's Civil Division
contained the names of the private counsel retained and expendi-
tures made for private counsel during fiscal years 1974 through
1981. With similar information from the Civil Division we
developed information on the expenditures for private counsel in

fiscal year 1982,

We reviewed statutory provisions for judicial awards of at-
torney fees and/or litigative costs in civil antitrust and
securities litigation. Information from the Administrative
Office of the U.S. Courts showed payments for attorney fees

IPhe Administrative Office of the U.S. Courts maintains data on
a statistical year basis covering the period from July 1 to
June 30.
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awarded ing judicial proceedings under the Equal Access to Jus-
tice Act. A list provided by the Administrative Office de-

tailed monetary judaments for civil antitrust and securities
cases terminated during statistical year 1982, which covers the
period July 1, 1981, to June 30, 1982, By reviewing the docket
sheets for these cases we determined the amounts of the monetary
judgments and attorney fee awards. We talked to an official of
Justice's Office of Legal Policy abhout the impact of the Equal
Access to Justice Act on attorney fee awards in civil antitrust
and securities litigation., Justice's Antitrust Division pro-
vided information on antitrust cases in which awards were made
against the federal government as well as the amount of the
awards and the recipients during fiscal years 1978 through
1982, Our work was conducted in accordance w1th generally
accepted government auditing standards.

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE POLICY ON
RETENTION OF PRIVATE COUNSEL

Justice is generally responsible for authorizing the reten-
tion of private counsel at federal expense to represent a fed-
eral employee sued or subpoenaed in his/her individual capacity
for acts performed within the scope of employment. Private
counsel can be provided in civil, congressional, or state crim-
inal proceedings. Generally, the Civil Division is responsible
for coordinating the authorization for and monitoring of pay-
ments to private counsel. Of the officials we contacted in each
of Justice's litigative divisions, only Civil Division officials
‘told us that they had retained private counsel to represent fed-
‘eral employees. Justice's policy provides for payment of pri-
‘vate counsel on the basis of the counsel's ordinary and custom-
‘ary charges and length of practicing experience, with payment
‘not to exceed $75 per hour.

Provisions for retaining
private counsel

Justice is the government's primary litigator for cases in
which the federal government or one of its agencies or employees

2The Equal Access to Justice Act, (Public Law 96-481) which

was enacted on October 21, 1980, and implemented on October 1,
1981, authorized courts to award reasonable attorney fees and
expenses to eligible prevailing parties in certain adminis-
trative proceedings and judicial actions involving the federal
government which had not been previously authorized.
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is a party, except where specific statutory authorization per-
mits an agency to retain private counsel for representing fed-
eral employees. For example, the Secretaries of the Armed
Forces may retain private counsel to represent persons subject
to the Uniform Code of Military Justice in judicial tribunals
and7administrative agencies of any foreign nation (10 U.S.C.
1037).

The Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) (28 C.F.R. 50.15 and
50.16) authorizes Justice's attorneys to represent federal em-
ployees in c¢ivil, congressional, or state criminal proceedings
concerning actions performed within the scope of their employ-
ment, except under the following circumstances:

--The federal employee is the subject of a federal criminal
investigation concerning the actions for which he/she
seeks representation.

--Conflicts exist among various employees involved in the
same case which make it inappropriate for Justice De-
partment attorneys to represent the litigant.

--Representation of the employee involves the assertion of
a position which conflicts with the interests of the

United States.

--Considerations of professional ethics prohibit direct
review of the facts by Justice Department attorneys.

--The Solicitor General declines to authorize further ap-
pellate review.

Inder the circumstances cited above, Justice may authorize
representation by private counsel at federal expense if Justice
has sufficient appropriated funds available. However, if em-
ployees are the subject of a federal criminal investigation
in which an indictment or information related to the criminal
investigation has been filed against the employee, no federal
attorneys or money for private attorneys will be provided for
representation., If an indictment is rendered or information
filed after private counsel has been provided, federal payments
will be terminated. Federal employees always have the option of
providing their own counsel at their own expense.
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Procedures for retaining
private counsel

When a federal employee requests the Justice Department to
provide representation at federal expense, the request is usu-
ally sent to the Civil Division. First, it is determined
whether federal representation would be appropriate and,
secondly, whether representation should be provided by Justice
attorneys or by private counsel at federal expense. If private
counsel is deemed necessary, the Civil Division's Assistant
Director of the Torts Branch prepares the necessary paperwork
for the approval of the Assistant Attorney General, Civil Divi-
sion. The Assistant Attorney General then refers the request to
a committee comprised of several officials of the Assistant At-
torney General's office and the Torts and Federal Programs Units
of the Civil Division for its review and recommendation. On the
basis of the committee's recommendation, the Assistant Attorney
General decides whether Justice will pay for private counsel.

If approval for the retention of private counsel is granted,
Justice will generally defer to the employee's choice of coun-
sel, and a written agreement is signed by the Assistant Attorney
General and the private counsel. The retention agreement sets
forth the legal fees and expenses which the government agrees to
pay and the format and frequency of bills to be submitted for

payment.

‘ The Civil Division processes the payment of bills through
its staff attorneys and budget office. A copy of the retention
agreement and an estimate of the total costs for the legal fees
and expenses are sent to the Civil Division's budget office,
where funds are obligated and an account is established against
which. charges are made as bills are paid. The private counsel
gsubmits bills to the Civil Division's budget office where they
are reviewed and certified for accuracy. Civil Division attor-
neys then review the bills to determine whether the expenses
claimed are reasonable and necessary. After approval, the bills
are submitted by the Civil Division for payment through the
Justice Management Division to the Department of the Treasury.

Rates for private
dounsel compensation

: Justice is authorized to pay private counsel for legal fees
and expenses incurred in the defense of a federal employee.
Justice will pay for legal services not exceeding 120 hours per
month unless it approves special requests made in advance of any
expenditures. Compensation rates for legal fees are based on
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the retained counsel's ordinary and customary charges and length
of practicing experience hut are not to exceed $75 per hour,
A schedule of Justice's maximum fee rates follows:

~-A lawyer with more than 5 years of practicing experience
is paid $75 per -hour.

~-A lawyer with 3 to 5 years of practicing experience is
paid $60 per hour.

--A lawyer with less than 3 years of practicing experience
is paid $50 per hour.

--A paralegal or legal assistant is paid $30 per hour,

Justice is also authorized to pay for normal overhead expenses,
such as postage, telephone bills, travel, and court tran-
scripts. However, unusual or exceptionally high expenses must
be approved by the Civil Division in advance of any expendi-
tures.

JUSTICE'S EXPENDITURES
FOR PRIVATE COUNSEL

Justice's expenditures for private counsel retained to
represent federal employees fluctuated during fiscal years 1974
through 1982, ranging from $12,100 in 1974 to $787,380 in fiscal

'year 1979. The table on the following page shows Justice's
;paymegts for private counsel during fiscal years 1974 through
1982,

3Information for the period 1974 through 1981 was based on a
report prepared by the Department of Justice. We did not
verify the accuracy of this information; however, we did
correct some arithmetic miscalculations for presentation in
this report.

COSTS AWARDED TO PRIVATE

PARTIES IN CIVIL ANTITRUST

AND SECURITIES LITIGATION
INVOLVING THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT

Private parties prevailing in civil antitrust litigation
involving the federal government may recover certain costs
incurred during litigation. Such awards against the federal
government were authorized in 1966 by Public Law 89-507, which
amended section 2412 of title 28 of the United States Code.
Section 2412 specifically provides that costs do not include the
fees and expenses of attorneys. In other instances, such as
in civil securities litigation involving the Securities and
Exchange Commission, cost awards against the federal government
are specifically prohibited by statute (15 U.S.C. 77v, 78aa, and
79v). Awards against the federal government in civil antitrust
litigation totaled $279,090 during fiscal years 1978 through
1982 and were paid from the permanent judament appropriation.
This appropriation was established in the Treasury of the United
States for the payment of judgments against the federal govern-
ment (31 U.S.C. 1304).

4ps discussed on page 9, the Equal Access to Justice Act which
redesignated this provision as subsection (a) added new subsec-
tions (b) and (d) authorizing the awarding of attorney fees
effective October 1, 1981,
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The amount of the awards is usually included either in the
final case judgment or in a separate court judgment or order.
Section 2412 provides that costs may be awarded by the courts as
enumerated in section 1920 of title 28, which states that the
following types of fees may be included as costs:

~--Fees of the clerk and marshal.

--Fees of the court reporter for all or any part of the
stenographic transcript necessarily obtained for use
in the case.

--Fees and disbursements for printing and witnesses.
--Fees for copies of papers necessary for use in the case.
--Docket fees for case filing.

The federal government's expenditures for costs awarded to
prevailing private parties in civil antitrust litigation varied
significantly during fiscal years 1978 through 1982. Por ex-
ample, $1,102 was awarded in fiscal year 1980, whereas awards
totaled just over $245,000 in 1979. Individual case awards
varied widely from $1,102 to $220,500. The total costs awarded
by the courts in civil antitrust litigation during the 5-year
‘period amounted to $279,090. The table below shows the amounts
-awarded by fiscal year.

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Appendix II lists the names of the civil antitrust cases in
which cost awards were made against the federal government, the
recipients of the awards, the amount of costs requested by the
recipients, and the amounts awarded by the courts.

On the basis of actual costs incurred by the litigant, the
courts have discretion to determine the amount of litigative
costs that will be awarded parties prevailing against the
federal government. Of the five types of fees that can be
included as costs, as specified on page 8, only the amounts of
the docket fees are specified in section 1923 of title 28.
During fiscal years 1978 through 1982, the private parties
prevailed in eight civil antitrust cases. 1In seven of the eight
cases, we found that the private parties' initial requests
totaled $412,693 and the amount awarded by the courts totaled
$276,061. For one case, court records did not show the amount
initially requested by the prevailing party. However, in this
case court records showed that the prevailing party was awarded
$3,029. Court records did not specify why the amounts initially
requested were reduced. The largest difference involved a claim
for witness fees in the amount of $89,203; in this case the
court awarded only $7,875.

ATTORNEY FEE AWARDS AGAINST THE
FEDERAL GOVERNMENT IN CIVIL ANTITRUST
AND SECURITIES LITIGATION

Awards of attorney fees to be paid by the federal govern-
ment in civil antitrust and securities litigation were first
authorized on October 1, 1981, with the implementation of the
Equal Access to Justice Act (title II of Public Law 96-481).
Section 204(a) of the act amended 28 U.S.C. 2412 by providing in
subsections (b) and (4d) that in addition to costs and as ex-
pressly prohibited or provided by statute, the courts may also
award reasonable attorney fees and expenses to eligible parties
prevailing against the federal government or any agency and
official of the federal government acting in his/her official
capacity. As of August 1, 1983, no such attorney fees had been
awarded in civil antitrust or securities litigation,

Attorney fees in civil antitrust and securities litigation
may be awarded against the federal government under either of
two sections of the Equal Access to Justice Act. Under section
2412(b), attorney fees may be awarded to the same extent that a
prevailing party would be entitled, by statute or common law, to
recover from a private party unless expressly prohibited by
statute. Section 2412(d)(2) would authorize the court to award
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prevailing parties who meet the section's eligibility require-
ments attorney fees from the federal government except where
such awards are otherwise provided by statute. Also under
sectibn 2412(d)(2)(B), the attorney fee awards are restricted to
(1) an individual whose net worth did not exceed $1 million at
the time the civil action was filed and (2) a sole-owner busi-
ness, partnership, corporation, or organization whose net worth
did not exceed $5 million or 4id not have more than 500 em-
ployees at the time the civil action was filed. Section 2412(4)
provides that the amount of the attorney fees awarded is not to
exceed $75 per hour unless the court determines that a higher
fee is justified. The act provides that section 2412(d) will be
repealed effective October 1, 1984.

Justice officials told us that it is unlikely any awards
for attorney fees will be made against the federal.government in
civil antitrust litigation under section 2412(d), because most
of the antitrust litigation involving the federal government in-
volves companies with a net worth in excess of $5 million and
more than 500 emplovees. Therefore, these companies would not
be eligible for awards under section 2412(d) of the Equal Access
to Justice Act. A Securities and Exchange Commission official
told us that it is possible for attorney fees to be awarded
under the act in civil securities cases because some of the
Commission's litigation involves individuals or sole proprietors
and small companies.

ATTORNEY FEES AWARDED AGAINST
PRIVATE PARTIES IN CIVIL ANTITRUST
AND SECURITIES LITIGATION NOT
INVOLVING THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT

The Clayton Act of 1914 (ch. 323, 38 Stat. 730) provides
that if the plaintiff prevails, he/she can recover attorney fees
from private parties in civil antitrust litigation (15 U.S.C.
15). In contrast, the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 (ch. 404,
title II, 206, 48 Stat. 907) authorizes awards of attorney fees
to either litigant prevailing in civil securities litigation (15
17.8.C. 77k(e), 78r(a)). As requested, we reviewed awards of at-
torney fees in civil antitrust and securities cases not involv-
ing the federal government which had monetary judgments and were
terminated during the period July 1, 1981, through June 30,
1982.

Of the 55 civil antitrust cases and 163 civil securities
cases we reviewed, 40 percent (22) of the antitrust cases and 26
percent (43) of the securities cases involved awards for attor-
ney fees. The amount of the judgment awards in these civil

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cases ranged from $15,252 to $23 million for antitrust cases and
from $4,664 to $7,750,000 for securities cases. The amount of
attorney fees awarded per case ranged from $9,375 to $4,105,307
for antitrust cases and from $413 to $3,398,250 for securities
cases. The following table shows the universe of antitrust and
securities cases with attorney fee awards and those cases with
class action settlements, as well as the average amounts of the
judgment awards and the attorney fee awards.

As agreed with your office and in the interest of expedit-
ing the reporting process, we did not obtain written comments
from the agencies regarding this report. However, we did
discuss the results of our work with officials of the Civil
and Antitrust Divisions, the Office of Legal Policy, and the
Securities and Exchange Commission's Office of General Counsel.
These officials agreed with the information reported.
